The first meeting of candidates 
for the Univerijity track team was 
held Monday evening, October 13, 
when ten men answered the first 
call, the larger number being 
from the Freshmen and Sopho- 
more classes.

The trying 
conditions which the candidates 
have to face were put before the 
men present and all expressed 
their willingness to cotne out de- 
spite all obstacles. Several men 
have since handed in their names, 
bringing the total to about fifteen, 
which, while small, will permit 
the placing of a larger team on 
the floor at the big meets this

Actual training will commence 
on the first of November at the 
Y. M. C. A. For those who have 
not membership there already,, 
this necessitates an outlay of $10 
for a student membership. This, 
however, should not be regarded 
as a hindrance, since aside from 
a training place, the investment is 
well made.
